The killing occurred in the bed- 
room assigned to Mrs. McAfee in 
the Joyner home, 277 Glenwood ave- 
nue, S. E. The elderly visitor was 
seated in a rocking chair before an 
open-hearth fire when the demented 
_ crushed her skull with a crow- 
ar. 

Neighbors, summoned by J.ouise 
Joyner, 15-year-old daughter of the 
crazed butcher and the only other per- 
son in the Joyner home at the time 
of the tragedy,-at first were menaced 
by the slayer. Later, however, he 
was takgn into custody without re- 
sistance. At police station he was 
in a state of physical collapse and 
could not even speak intelligently. 

Following his arrest he was docket- 
ed on “suspicion of murder.” . Police 
recalled that little more than a week 
azo Joyner attempted. suicide by 
slashing his throat in his home. He 
was taken to Grady hospital then and 
found to be not seriously wounded,

Platform Demands Cuts 
In State Costs and Taxes 


MACON, Ga., Oct. 5.—The platform adopted by the democracy 
of Georgia, in convention assembled here today, follows: 

“Taxes levied for all purposes in this state, federal, state, county 
and municipal, amount to more than the value of all agricultural 
crops combined. 

“Expenses of government in all lines should be reduced at once 
by elimination of all unnecessary jobs and departments. Every dollar 
of the state’s money should be made to purchase-a dollar’s worth 
of service, material and supplies. 

“The great mas¢ of intangible wealth of the state should be made 
to bear a fair proportion of the cost of government and taxes now 
being levied on visible property should be substantially reduced. 

“The common schools are the greatest bulwark to free govern- 
ment and the perpetuation of liberty, and should be maintained. In 
the conduct of the schools and other educational institutions of the 
state, economic measure should be taken to insure the greatest bene- 
fit to the students possible for the amount of money expended. 

“Railroad rates, power and light rates, and telephone rates are 
unreasonable, and should be reduced to a pre-war basis in line with 
other commodities. 

“The collection of a service charge by public utilities is unjus- 
tified, and should be discontinued. 

“The valuation of public utilities for rate making and for taxa- 
tion should be the same. 

‘‘Automobile license tags are for the purpose of identifying the 
vehicle ‘only, and cannot be justified as a revenue-raising measure. 
The cost should be nominal, only enough to defray the cost of fur- 
nishing and recording. 

“We believe that-alb elected officials of the state are superior to 
any officials holding appointment under them, and that if under the 
present laws any. appointive official in any department of this state 
is not subject to the supervision and control of the elective official 
making such appointment, that such legislation as is necessary to 
correct this evil should be enacted. 

“Protective tariffs levied by the federal government have con- 
tributed largely to pauperizing the farming interests of the state and 
nation. Deflation of the currency has inflicted and is inflicting in- 
tolerable loss on the people of this state. High interstate freight rates 
cut our farmers off from marketing centers of the country. 

“Our representatives in the congress should make every possible 
effort to relieve these conditions. 

“We believe in the right and principle of collective bargaining, 
and that the protection of the laborer to the fruits of his labor is as 
sacred as the protection of property or invested capital, and should 
be preserved inviolate. 

“We favor amending the workmen's compensation act, to pro- 
vide necessary compensation, medical and hospital treatment for in- 
jured workers that will at least equal the average of other states. 

“We favor that the next assembly provide sufficient facilities for 
the industrial commission so this department can‘ properly function 
as provided by law in protecting the citizens of our state. 

“In order to relieve the distress of unemployment, we favor 
wherever possible by the state the immediate inauguration necessary 
of projects that will provide employment. On all such work we 
favor specifications requiring the employment of Georgia citizens 
and wherever possible Georgia materials. 

“We urge the division of available work among as many families 
as possible, and favor legislation securing one day of rest in every 
seven.”

middling 7-8 inch. 

“Borrowers who wish to take ad- 
vantage of the collateral plan, will be 
required to deliver their cotton to the 
Cotton Co-operative Association or to, 
federal bonded warehouses. 

When delivered to federal bonded 
warehouses, the department requires 
that the cotton be insured and that 
warehouse receipts be delivered to 
field agents of the secretary of the 
regional crop loan collection office. 
The receipts must be “on sufficient 
cotton to collateralize the loan at the 
price above mentioned (9 cents) rather 
than on the quantity required at cur- 


In “certain areas” the department 
will allow 9 1-2 cents per pound on 
middling 7-8 inch cotton. These areas 
today :

changes in the existing order. 

Some of these changes Talmadge 
drove home and his words struck fire 
with visitors and delegates alike. He 
delighted .the crowd with a statement 
that some readjustments aud amputa- 
tions are in order, ~ ‘ 

“The only way,” he said, “to bring 
the excessive cost of government down 
is to abolish some useless boards and 
bureaus and to reduce salaries to a 
pre-war-time level.” 

He struck another blow against the 
pending constitutional amendment to 
classify intangible property for taxa- 
tion and said the job of the next 
legislature would be to enact a law 
with teeth in it that would put in- 
visible property on the tax books so 
that it would pay its fair proportion 
to all units of government, state, coun- 
ty and city. He pledged himself to 
see that school taxes went 100 per 
cent to the schools and that under 
his administration highway dollars 
would hit the roadbed.

He ven- 
tured that under the Talmadge reign

Jinder’s nomination was seconded 
by Lindley Camp and the temporary 
chairman was escorted to the plat- 
form of the huge auditorium by a 
committee headed by Watkins Ed- 
wards, of Fllijay. 

Senator Hugh Peterson’s motion es- 
tablished the order of business after 
Linder’s keynote speech, and Charles 
E. Stewart, of Coffee, took the floor 
as convention spokesman for the in- 
coming administration. The appoint- 
ment of a credentials committee, 
headed by J. J. E. Anderson, preceded 
the selection of Hugh Howell as per- 
manent chairman.: Howell was placed 
in nomination by Dave Parker, of 
Ware county, and seconded by. for 
mer Senator Charles Redwine, of Fay- 


ette, 
Miss Orr Nominated. 

Senator J. J. Manghum, chief of 
the Talmadge campaign board of 
strategy, placed Miss Eleanor Orr in 
nomination for secretary. His brief 
nominating speech evoked a demon- 
stration but when the secretary-elect 
herself, €@scorted by a committee 
headed by Allen Post, came on the 
platform the convention—until then 
waiting for something to get hot and 
bothered about—when figuratively 
wild. An Eleanor Orr picture ex- 
plains why it did. 

Skelton and Manghum were chosen 
swiftly for vice chairmen, Howell not 
ever waiting for a second when it 
appeared to him that the convention 
Was action-minded. He then named 
his credentials committee and the 
stage was set for the nomination of 
the governor. 

_ This was eloquently done by Judge 
Eschol Graham, of McRae, lifelong 
friend and political adviser to the 
nominee. Judge Graham recalled Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt's recent references to 
the “forgotten man” and assured the 
convention that Talmadge, in Geor- 
gia, would keep the forgotten man 
in mind just as Roosevelt would in 
the country. Mrs. Julian Talmadge, 
of Athens, and Speaker Arlie Tucker, 
of Berrien county, and President San- 
ford seconded the nomination. 
Escort Committee Named. 

On the committee to bring the gov- 
ernor-designate into the convention, 
Howell named E. W. Maynard, Ma- 
con; A. W. Bramblett, Monroe; Mor- 
ris Cameron, McRae. and S. E. Van- 
diver, of Franklin. He came in to the 
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ernor-designate Eugene as 
a new leader who will restore the 
overnment of Georgia to the people, 

om Linder, temporary chairman and 
keynoter of the state democratic con- 
vention, today called for a reduction 
of taxes and a simultaneous slash 
in the costs of government. - 

Linder highly praised Talmadge’s 
career as commissioner of agriculture 
and said he was positive that Tal- 
madge would lead the state in a de- 
termined effort to rehabilitate itself. 

His address follows: 

I am most humbly grateful to you 
for the honor conferred of serving 
as your temporary chairman, 

Never before in the lives of the 
present generation has there gather- 
ed together the body of Georgia de- 
mocracy at a time when I would 
have deemed this a greater honor. 

Today we face conditions such as 
we have never seen; today we must 
look for guidance and leadership to 

the sanest, bravest and most unsel- 
fish men in the state, because at this 
time the condition of our people ap- 
proximate conditions that first drove 
a small band of settlers from Eng- 
land to settle on the palmetto sands 
along the Savannah river 200 years 
ago. A band of debtors just out of 
prison cells of England braved the 
known dangers of the stormy Atlan- 
tic and the unknown dangers of a 
new world that they and their pos- 
terity might enjoy life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness. 

This little band was composed of 
farmers, businessmen and profession- 
al men, who had found it impossible 
to make an honest living under con- 
ditions then existing in England. 
And in the veins of some of these 
brave men flowed blood of royal 
lineage and of noble birth. 

But the conditions under which 

they found themselves in a wild, new 
land made their very lives dependent 
‘on each other and their mutual 
trust and confidence made them dem- 
ocrats and put them on a common 
level, where courage and ability and 
not wealth or blood were the prime 
requisites of leadership. ' 

The soils of Georgia under the 
skillful tilling of her farmers have 
fed and clothed a good part of the 
world. And the thrift, energy and 
perseverance of her people have fur- 
nished a fruitful ground for the ex- 
ploitations of business captains, who 


platform as the Macon High school 
band, inspired by Dean Sanford’s ob- 
servgtions, played “Glory to Old 
Georgia.” 

Presenting the governor-designate to 
the convention and confiding that it 
was the happiest moment in his own 
life, Sowell introduced Talmadge as 
a “tribune of the masses and a cham- 
pion of the people.” 

Anxious to get the major items, ex- 
cept the contest, out of the way before 
the Juncheon recess, Howell moved to 
set the program up two notches and 
had both senators nominated before the 
delegates took time out to eat. Judge 
E. 8S. Ault, of Cedartown, nominated 
Senator George to succeed himself, 
and Frank Scarlett, of Brunswick, 
nominated Governor Richam B. Rus- 
sell Jr. to fill the unexpired term of 
the late Senator William J. Harris. 
Seconding speeches were dispensed 
with, but both nominees came before 
the delegates and made brief speeches. 

Among the resolutions adopted by 
the convention today was one urging 
support of the amendment to provide 
for the repayment to the counties of 
funds advanced to the highway com- 
mission; another calling for pgrty 
regularity, and another expressing the 
sympathy of the convention to Con- 
gressman Charles H, Brand, sick at 
his home in Athens. 

The amendment to provide for vot- 
ing on payment of poll tax only re- 
ceived the convention approval, the 
Roosevelt highway from Atlantg to 
Columbus was indorsed, National Com- 
mitteeman John S. Cohen and Na- 
tional Committeewoman Mrs. Edgar 
Alexander were thanked for their 
services and felicitations were sent to 
both Governor Roosevelt and Speaker 
Garner, democratic standard-bearers. 

The convention recommended that 
in the future each county be left on 
its own rules for selecting members of 
the county committees. At the after- 
noon session, on motion of Floor 
Leader Stewart, all state house and 
judicial officers were elected with ex- 
ceptions of treasurer and the solicitor- 
general in the Dublin circuit. Here, 
after a hearing, the contest committee 
over-ruled the J. M. Shannon protest 
and held J. A. Merritt the nominee, 
action which the convention upheld 
without cither argument or a single 
negative vote. 

Tonight Chairman Howell sent the 
following, wire to Governor Roosevelt 
at Albany: 

“The democrats of Georgia in con- 
vention assembled extend cordial 
greetings to you as a son of Georgia 
and the standard bearer of the eternal 
principles of equal rights to all and 
special privileges to none. You have 
our wholehearted support in bringing 
victory to the cause of the common 
people.” 

Chairman Howell Thanked. 

Just before adjournment the dele- 
gates gave a rising vote of thanks to 
Chairman Howell for the manner in 
which he had conducted the day’s 
proceedings. Likewise a vote of 
thanks was given by the lawyers for 
both sides in the Ledford-Hamilton 
contest. 

The chairman also was praised for 
the manner in which he kept atten- 
tion of the convention on matters 
pertinent to sections. When the Led- 
ford-Hamilton contest was decided a 
large number of delegates started for 
the exits, but the chairman called them 
back to their seats and urged that all 
give their attention to the contest 
on the Dublin solicitor-generalship. 

“The delegates will please keep their 
seats,” the chairman urged through 
the loud speaker. “We do not want 
it said that a Talmadge convention 
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failed to give any man everything that 
is coming to him. We have another 
to decide here and I urge 
every delegate to remain in his seat 
until that contest is disposed of.” 
Chairman Given Medallion. 

During a lull “in the afternoon ses- 
sion, Miss Caroline Noble Jones, Sa- 
vannah'vice president of the Roosevelt 
Motor Club of Georgia, presented the 
Roosevelt motor medallion to Chair- 
man Howell and enrolled him as the 
first official member of the Georgia 
division. 

Young democrats came in for fur- 
ther convention honors when Howell 
presented Miss Margaret Elizabeth 
Tate, of Tate, Georgia's national com- 
mitteewoman of the Young Democrats 
of America. She came before the mi- 
crophone and pledged her organiza- 
tion’s hearty support of the Roose- 
velt-Garner presidential ticket. 

After the convention had adjourned 
the new chairman, Mr. Howell, issued 
a statement, in which he thanked the 
delegates for the attention they gave 
to the business of the session and 
praised all parties who appeared with 
contests for the manner in which they 
conducted themselves. 

“Georgia’s democracy is united for 
the common cause,” Chairman Howell 
said. “The convention was without 
discord. Business was transacted ac- 
curately and swiftly. We are sready 
to carry on and at no time will there 
be a let-down. Georgia always has 
been a democfatic state and tBe par- 
ty’s banner will forever be unfurled 
in the state’s political halls. We will 
strive to continue the progress made 
in the past. It is the people’s party 
and the people will work for its glory 
everlasting.” 
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Vision Dimmed Today. 
Today the lowering clouds of eco- 
nomic depression loom all around the 


horizon and dim our vision; today 


the homes of our people are in dan- 
being sold for taxes or have 
already passed under the hammer 
and good men and women whose 
lives have been spent in rearing and 
training families are faced in old 
age with poverty and want. 

Today we see every product of the 
farm selling for less than the cost 
of production, businessmen and pro- 
fessional men unable to make a de- 
cent living, while the wolf is actually 
at the door of thousands of the poor- 
er classes in the state. 

At the same time the expendi- 
tures of government have increased 
until today the cost of government 
in this state for all purposes is more 
than the combined value of all agri- 
cultural crops combined. 

The people of this state, seeing 
this condition with the courage of 
their forefathers to right the wrong, 
have seen fit to call to lead them at 
this crisis a man whose name is a 
household word all over the state as 
to ability, courage and unselfishness ;

We people who live on the sandy 
plains of south Georgia found that 
a proper mixture of clay and sand 
would build the best dirt road in the 
world.

He spoke to the people of all Geor- 
gia, who turned out literally by thou- 
sands to hear him, and _ to pledge 
their support.

No Buying Power. 

The cost of moving a carload of 
farm products to market in many 
cases is more than the products will 
bring on the market, leaving nothing 
for the farmers who produced them. 
Consequently, farm products are 
even rotting in the fields or are be- 
ing practically given away by those 
whose toil produced them, 

As a result the farmers have no 
buying power. 

The volume of business on the rail- 
roads is seriously cut, throwing thou- 
sands of railroad men out of a job. 
These high wartime freight rates 
have encouraged the development of 
truck and bus lines on our highways, 
which have still further reduced the 
volume of business on the railroads, 
and thrown still more thousands 
of railroad men out of employment. 

These high freight rates must be re- 
duced, and the size and tonnage of 
trucks on our highways must be regu- 
lated. 

The unreasonable rates now 
charged by power, light and tele- 
phone companies are a menace to the 
right to make an honest living. 

And, the difference in value used 
for the purpose of rate making and 
for the purpose of taxation is a 
fraud on the people of this state 
which must be remedied, 

The granting of unreasonable rates 
to public utilities by the state and 
the permission for them to collect 
the so-called service charge is in ef- 
fect the granting of a franchise to 
collect tribute from the people. It is 
not only violative of the guarantee 
of _ property rights but actually de- 
prives the citizen of a part of his 
property without due process of law. 

An automobile tag is for.«the sole 
purpose of identification, and the 
cost of the tag should be nominal, 
only enough to defray actual expense 
in connection with furnishing and 
recording them. A flat rate of say $3 
per tag would leave $3,000,000 a year 
in the pockets of the overburdened 
taxpayers of the state.

Pledge To Fight Battles 
Of State Made by Russell

Governor Russell said he did not 
desire to take up the time of the state 
convention with national problems but 
declared that he “would continue to 
hold the the problems of Georgians 
and Georgia uppermost in his mind 
and work untiringly for their elemi- 
nation.” 

The governor’s address follows: 

The state convention of the demo- 
cratic party in Georgia, meeting to 
declare the nominees of the party 
and enunciate the tenets of party 
faith, by law and by custom revolves 
around the nonvinee of our party for 
governor of Georgia. Its delibera- 
tions chiefly deal with the principles 
of the party as they relate to state 
issues and the welfare of Georgia. 
As one placed in nomination for the 
United States senate, I shall not 
disturb the atmosphere of the occa- 
sion nor tax the patience of the dele- 
gates assembled with any lengthy dis- 
‘ectssion of national issues. 

Neither could a long address ex- 
press to the people of my native state 
the depth of my appreciation for the 
confidence expressed in me at the 
polls on September 14. While this 
expression recorded the approval of 
the people of Georgia of the prin- 
ciples I espoused during the cam- 
paign rather than any personal com- 
pliment to me, so long as life shall 
last I will never forget the loyal 
support of those who proclaimed and 
defended those principles in every 
section of Georgia. From a_ heart

The People Have Spoken. 

On their courage and ability rests 
the responsibility to call a halt on 
the federal courts encroaching on 
the rights of our citizens and by in- 
junctions preventing the people from 
enjoying their constitutional rights.

With the brightest prospects of 
recent years we look forward to the 
fourth day of next March to see a 
great democrat take the oath of of- 
fice as president of the United States, 
and for a better and brighter day to 
dawn for this great nation. Now is 
the time to begin in dead earnest 
the restoration of the rights of this 
people, both state and nation. 

But, my fellew countrymen, when 
that day does ‘dawn, do not forget 
that the fight has just begun, for 
equal rights for the whole people. 
And, when the battle is raging 
hottest in the capitol halls at Wash- 
ington, we will confidently expect to 
see these men from Georgia in the 
forefront of the fight. 

Permit me in closing to make a 
few personal references to the next 
chief executive of the state. 

For five years I have been in inti- 
mate and confidential contact with 
this man whom the people have 
chosen three times as commissioner 
of agriculture—and now as governor. 
The first time I ever met him he was 
plowing with two mules hitched to a 
turn plow in Telfair county. 

During the five years I have 
known him intimately I have seen 
him in joy and in sorrow. I have 
seen him under fire facing the most 
gruelling tests, and I have never yet 
seen him flinch from duty or quail 
in the face of the foe. 

I have never seen him compromise 
with what he believed to be wrong or 
change his course for expediency’s 
sake. He is one Georgian who I 
know looks upon all men with the 
same glass; considers the needs, 
rights and duties of all men unbiased 
by whether they are rich or poor and 
unmindful of whether they are dress- 
ed in overalls or evening clothes.

Our government has 
not only lost sight of the theories 
and concept of our founders, but it 
has failed to keep pace with the tre- 
mendous changes of our modern 
civilization and a changing economic 
order in the application of funda- 
mentals. ‘ 

It is little wonder, after contem- 
plating the course of government for 
the ge three years, that the masses 
of the American people are turning 
to the democratic party today as 
never before for relief and emancipa- 
tion from economic bondage. 

Relieve ‘Forgotten Man.’ 

In the great work of restoration 
and rehabilitation, the responsibilities 
of leadership are greater than ever 
before in our history. In all of our 
plans for the future, the human 
equation must occupy a prominent 
part. We must think in terms of hu- 
man values and our government must 
be conducted along lines that will 
bring human happiness to all of our 
people. 

In our attack upon the grave 
problems of the day, we must dis- 
card the threadbare and broken- 
down doctrine of legislating solely 
for the benefit of the man at the 
top with the hope that some of the 
blessings he enjoys will escape and 
trickle down to the man at the bet- 
tom. We mst relieve the suffering 
of the man at the bottom and we 
can do this with the utmost. con- 
fidence that the happiness and 
meagre mead of prosperity that he 
enjoys will well to the top and bene- 
fit and refresh all of our people. 

It is my burning hope that I shall 
be able to play some small part in 
banishing the suffering of the pres- 
ent day and in rehabilitating Ameri- 
ca and restoring our government to 
its rightful functions. 

No one can deny that a democ- 
racy, where every citizen is an un- 
crowned king, cannot afford to see 
its people starve or suffer for want 
of clothing. Every man, regardless of 
vocation or station in life, should 
have the chance to earn a living for 
himself and his family by honest toil. 
More than that, he is entitled to en- 
joy the happiness that comes with 
a sense of security that he will be 
able to hold his job. 

In a democracy we cannot right- 
fully permit a small group, or a 
select class of citizens, to profit un- 
duly at the expense of the great mass 
of our citizens by virtue of special 
benefits conferred by laws enacted by 
representatives of all the people. 

Injustices and inequalities must be 
be abolished and equal rights to all 
our people must be established as a 
reality and not held as a mere fetish, 
or the subject of fine sounding 
phrases, to be polished each election 
year. 


Human institutions have never 
achieved perfection, and there is 
nothing in human experience to justi- 
fy the — that me ever will. But 
under olr scheme o vernment it 
should be, and is, possible to so con- 
duct our government as to deal out 
simple justice and to respond to the 
ceaseless. cries from human breasts 
to be permitted to earn an honest 
living. 

To these things I shall whole- 
heartedly dedicate my every effort in 
my endeavor to P ice the faith and 
deserve the confidence of the people 
of my state. 

Whatever may come, I shall not 
forget the inarticulate masses who 
have no hired representatives to plead 
their cause. Without rd to. per- 
sonal political fortunes, I shall labor 
to promote the welfare of the great 
masses of people who have 
honored meé.

the same time taxes can and will be 
reduced and ‘effective reduction in the 
costs of state government can be ac- 
complished, Governor Designate Eu- 
gene Talmadge said here today in his 
address before the state democratic 
convention, 
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Mr. Talmadge’s address follows: 

Georgia is facing the problem of 
adjusting expenses of government to 
the pre-war time era, 

Just prior to the entrance of: 
America into and during the World 
War, this country, Georgia included, 
experienced the heyday of high 
prices and high salaries. With thou- 
sands of our ,young men taken out 
of -the channels of business, there 
Was a cry and demand for evervone 
to go to work. Nobody had any 
trouble getting a job and a high 
salary. 

It also became necessary during 
the war to enlarge our governmental 
agencies and our appropriations. Aft- 
er the war was over, our young men 
came back home looking for jobs or 
interested in establishing businesses 
ef their own. This, coupled with 
the fact that we bezan a retrench- 
ment of prices on everything, put 
thousands out of work 

Our multiplicity of government 
and expense of government has not 
decreased since the war; but, on the 
other hand, has increased. In part 
this was due to the fact that with 
the thousands of people without em- 
ployment, the pay roll of the state 
seemed to be the safe harbor for the 
influential and affluential. This, of 
course, breught about the condition 
of our pyramiding taxes to meet the 
expense of the continued increase in 
governmental agencies. 

The gradual lowering of the prices 
on raw products since the war has 


practically destroyed the value- of 
our farm lands. Yet, in the main. 
its value when returned for taxes 
has remained the same on the tax 
books. 


We are today facing the crisis of | 


seeing the real worth of this coun- 
try—our land and an honest, hard 
day’s labor in the sun—valueless to 
the owner. 

Must Relieve Our Land. 

The first absolute necessity of 
government for this country is to 
relieve our land and visible property 
of some of the terrible tax burden 
under which it is now staggering. 

Our visible property is limited to 
five mills tax for state purposes. 
The greater part of this tax on the 
visible property is for county, m‘1- 
nicipal and local school purposes and 
this generally increases the five mills 
to or 25 mills additional. 

A casual glance at any of our 
papers where legal advertisments 
are carried brings home the fact to 
us that the visible property can no 
longer maintain the terrible tax bur- 
den that is) now placed upon It. 

The ad valorem tax in Georgia 
should be and must be reduced, not 
only for state purposes but for local 
purposes. This can be brought about 
in two ways. First. cut the ex- 
pense of our government by elim- 
inating useless jobs, boards and bu- 
reaus and reducing salaries to pre- 
war levels. Second, by passing an 
invisible property tax law with teeth 
in it that will put the invisible 
property on the statuté books of 
Georgia to be taxed for state, coun- 
ty and municipal purposes, At this 
point I wish to call your attention 
to the constitutional amendment that 
is to be voted on this fall. 

At the last session of the legisla- 
ture the invisible property tax act 
was passed that limited the rate on 
your invigible property to five mills, 
or the same limit that the state can 
tax it. Of course, this has ‘the ef- 
fect of eliminating invisible prop- 
erty from paying any local, county 
or municipal tax. This is not right 
and the amendment should be voted 
down and defeated this fall. 

It is already the law of this 
state for invisible property to be 
placed on the tax digest. What we 
need in Georgia is laws with teeth 
in them so the tax collector can find 
this invisible property. 

With this done, the necessity for 
such an exorbitant rate on our land. 
household and kitchen furniture and 
the visible property of this state 
would be eliminated. 

Honest Living Important. 

A tax that is fair to everyone, 
that can be paid without confiscat- 
ing property, is essential to making 
an honest living. 

Of course, making an honest liv- 
ing is the first important factor in 
any civilized government. 

The first consideration after mak- 
ing a living is schools for our chil- 
dren. Education, like every other 
great cause in this world, has been 
commercialized by professionals and 
parasites. Of course, when this is 
done the portion of the tax money 
that should go for this virtuous 
cause never gets to school house. 

The red pencil is needed in Geor- 
gia to wipe off all of the useless 
overhead and red tape of our educa- 
tional system. 

The great duty of thig state under 
its constitution is to see that our 
children are given a free schooling 
in the elementary branches of an 
English education. 

On Highway Department. 

Next in importance after schools 
in Georgia is the grading and paving 
of our highways.

During the war _ transportation 
rates on all roads advanced in keep- 
ing with other prices. When the war 
was over and prices of everything 
else began to come down transporta- 
tion rates did not fall but were in- 
creased. Freight rates must be re- 
duced in Georgia and the United 
States before we can have any nor 
mal and healthy distribution in this 
country. 

Telephone rates must be reduced 
to pre-war levels, : 

Power and gas rates must be P@- 
duced to pre-war levels and the serm 
ice charge thrown into the discard. 

Favors Truck ion. 

We should have legislation controb 
ling trucks and buses in regard to 
the size and manner of their operas 
tion and their charges and the pay- 
ment of their proportionate part of 
the tax burden of the state. 

We have adequate laws in the 
state of Georgia providing for the 
handling of a bank after it breaks, 
Georgia needs laws which-will safe 
guard our depositors and s 
holders so that our banks will not 
break. This is the only way that we 
can expect money to be deposited in 
our banks and returned to the chane 
nels of trade. 

Sinee the war our federal governe 
ment has made enormous strides to- 
ward placing the government in busi- 
ness. This is especially true of the 
federal farm board and_ its, sube 
sidiaries, the co-operative associae 
tions over the country, in controlling 
the farm products. 

Georgia needs legislation requiring 
the cooperative associations to be 
licensed by the department of agri- 
culture of the state and providing 
for regular reports of their activities 
‘to be made to the commissioner of 
agriculture of the state. 

One of the greatest handicaps to 
the service of the several depart- 
ments of the state is that numbers 
of subordinates in the several de- 
partments have terms of office ex- 
tending beyond the terms of office of 
the heads of the departments, This 
should be corrected. The terms of of- 
fice of all subordinates under all de- 
partments should be coincident with 
the terms of office of the heads of 
the departments. The heads of all 
departments should have the right 
to remove any subordinate in his de- 
partment for cause. This executive 
head of the government should not 
be interfered with by injunction. 

The state is facing an indebted- 
ness on January 1, 1933, of, $9,000,- 
000 in round numbers. 

These obligations should be paid 
in full as promptly as possible with- 
out raising the ad valorem tax of 
the state one penny. The only alter- 
native is to cut down our govern- 
ment and the cost of our government, 

Governor Must Be Backed. 

These obligations should be paid 
in full. Of course, this amount of 
nine million dollars cannot be paid 
in full im one year and the expense 
of our government kept going at the 
same time. But this nine million dol- 
lars can be paid in full within the 
next four years, ;

Herriot Says London Pro- 
posal Constitutes Trap 
for French.

It is a 
3¢ per cent solution of the pungent 
gas in water. 

For moderate cases of fetid sweat- 
ing of the feet it is sufficient to give 
the shoes and stockings a formalde- 
One ounce 
of the standard formaydehyde with 
enough water added to fill up a half 
pint bottle. Pour an ounce or two 
of this into each shoe and swish it 
about to wet the whole lining, then 
drain it out into the next shoe, and 
set a’. the shoes so treated in the air 
and if possible in the sun to dry out 
for 24 hours or more before you wear 
them again. Or a similar bath may 
be given the feet of all stockings, 
which should then hang out to dry 
in like manner.

waitress but maintained that she kill- 
ed herself as the result of a suicide 
pact. 

During the morning the defense in- 
troduced a number of witnesses who 
testified as to the erratic childhood of 
Curtis. This was seen as an addition- 
al attempt to add to the testimony of- 
fered by an alienist the preceding day 
that Curtis has the reasoning power 
of a 10-year-old child and that though 
not insane he is not sane but merely 
in what is known as the “twilight 


zone,” 
Hits State Witnesses. 

The state offered rebuttal witnesses 
and then Curtis was led to the witness 
stand to make his unsworn statement. 
He declared that he is a dope addict 
and that he had entered into a suicide 
pact with tke Bryant girl. He seem- 
ed calm on the stand. 

Letters were introduced by the state 
attempting to show that he killed his 
sweetheart in a fit of jealousy. It was 
a few seconds later that Curtis asked 
to make an additional statement. He 
declared that he did not know one of 
the witnesses who had testified against 
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him, denied writing any jetters, and 
added that another’ state’s witness 
sold whisky and had “traded it out 
with him.” Curtis is a barber, married 
and the father of three children. 

“Furthermore,” he said, “I did not 
kill Annette Bryant. She did it her- 
self. If she goes crazy enough over 
me to kill herself I’m net to blame 
for it. God knows I ean’t help it,” 
he told the jury. “I don’t care what 
becomes of me, it is only for my wife 
and three children that I do care, All 
I ask, gentlemen, is justice. Thank 
you,” and he descended from the 
stand in a highly agitated state. 

No Manslaughter Charge. 

In their arguments before the jury, 
James R. Venable and R. E. Church. 
attorneys for the defense, stressed 
the findings of the alienist. In his 
argument, Assistant Solicitor John 
Hudson demanded the death penalty, 
declaring that Curtis, though possi- 
bly mentally deficient, knew better 
than to kill. 

Judge Hutcheson charged the jury 
on what constitutes insanity, and de- 
clared that the jury must ascertain 
whether Curtis knew the difference 
between right and wrong if it was 
thought that he killed the girl. He 
added that the jury might take his 
unsworn statement in preference to 
the evidence introduced by the state, 
in which he declared that the girl 
killed herself. 

He did not charge as to man- 
slaughter but told the jury that they 
could make one of three _ verdicts. 
eighter guilty, carrying the death 
penalty; guilty with a recommenda- 
tion to merey of the court, carrying 
life imprisonment; or not guilty.

“When you are told that the presi- 
dent of the United States, who by the 
most sacred trust of our nation is the 
president of all the people, a man of 
your own blood and upbringing, has 
sat in the White House for the last 
three years of your misfortune with- 


out troubling to know your burdens, , 


without heartaches over your miseries 
and casualties; without summoning 
every avenue of skillful assistance ir- 
respective of party or view, without 
using every ounce of his strength and 
straining his every nerve to protect 
and help, without using every possi- 
ble agency of democracy that would 
bring aid, without putting aside per- 
sonal ambition and humbling his pride 
of opinion if that would serve—then 
I say to you that such statements are 
deliberate intolerable falsehoods.” 

Fort Wayne was the first of a se- 
ries of stops made by the president 
on his way through Indiana and Ohio 
toward the national capitol where he 
will arrive tomorrow morning. 

Governor Leslie, of Indiana, board- 
ed the train at Chicago to accompany 
the president and Mrs. Hoover through 
the Hoosier state. 

One of the president’s secretaries 
told newspapermen on the train today 
that the chief executive was “tickled 
to death” at the reception he received 
in the farm belt yesterday in which 
he outlined twelve policies for the re- 
lief of agriculture. The president’s aid 
said Mr. Hoover had received a batch 
of telegrams commending him on the 
Des Moines address. 

The president himself in the Fort 
Wayne speech referred to the west- 
ern reception with appreciation. Re- 
garding the many receptions on this 
trip he said today: 

“IT see a rising resolution and a 
stern determination to fight to a fin- 
ish for the continuation of construc- 
tive action in this emergency and for 
the preservation of fundamentals in 
our government. T .t is a mission 
for every one of you individually.” 

At Crestline, Ohio, where the presi- 

dential train was greeted by a crowd 
of several hundred, Mr. Hoover ap- 
peared on the rear platform and in 
answer to cries of “speech, speech,” 
said : 
“I see some evidence right here 
in your own community of what we 
have been trying to do. The Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation has ad- 
vanced money to the Pennsylvania 
railroad to put more men to work in 
its shops.” 

Three large boquets of flowers were 
presented to Mrs. Hoover. 

During the trip across Ohio, the 
crowds at some of the stations pressed 
so closely to the train newspapermen 
found i difficult to climb back aboard. 

At an unscheduled stop at Upper 
Sandusky, the president again express- 
ed appreciation for “the heartenmg 
and cordial way the people of Ohio

Senator Swanson, of Virginia, said: 

“I think yesterday was a gala day 
for democracy. Instead of being in- 
jured by President Hoover’s speech 
democratic success was greatly 
strengthened by it.” 

He added that for political signifi- 
cance the Iowa speech was overshad- 
owed by the reunion of Governor 
Roosevelt and former Governor Smith 
last night at Albany. 

As to President Hoover's assertion 
that the Hawley-Smoot tariff act was 
not passed until nearly a year after 
the depression began, Garner said: 

“The fact is that the real depres- 

sion found its inception from the mo- 
ment Mr. Hoover affixed his signature 
to the indefensible bill . . . In the 
course of a few months these (more 
than 40) nations, resentful over the 
46 per cent jump in our tariff rate, 
raised their tariff bars to shut out 
our trade... 
_ “Everyone, with the possible excep- 
tion of President Hoover and his ad- 
visers, is aware now that the Haw- 
ley-Smoot tariff has bankrupted the 
farmer...” 

Before making the statement that 
the president’s ability to fulfill his 
pledges was open to question, Gar- 
ner observed that “utmost respect is 
due” Mr. Hoover as president but 
that as a candidate “his acts of omis- 
sion as well as commission are sub- 
jects for legitimate criticism.” 

He said he was only echoing the 
opinions of men and women in both 
parties and all walks of life.

Partnerships 


The foundatiog of any good Bridge 
partnership is built of something 
more than a mere understanding of 
each other’s bidding methods. Many 
theoretically ideal partnerships have 
turned out badly under the stress of 
tournament play because of tempera; 
mental incompatibility between the 
two players. You cannot make a win- 
ning combination out of two témpera- 
mental and excitable players any more 
than you can make an ideal combina- 
tion out of two calm, stolid, unag- 
ressive players. The ideal Bridge 
team has an anchor or a Rock of Gi- 
braltar as well as a creator. By crea- 
tor | mean a man who makes situa- 
tions, creates swings, and in other 
ways prevides the action. 


Regardless of the temperaments of 
the two players, the ideal partner- 
ship allows each player to take con- 
trol of hands when the proper hand 
comes around for him. That is to 
say, the superlative pair cannot have 
one player continually making the de- 
cisions on all close hands, becoming 
the Declarer in every notrump con- 
tract, or shutting out his partner from 
the bidding. There is very little sense 
in having one player play all the 
Dummies, even though he be the bet- 
ter Dummy player, if on some of 
these hands his hand is not the prop- 
er hand to be the Declarer. hat 
does one profit if he picks up a trick 
on the play of a certain hand when 
he has lost 2 tricks by the fact that 
the Opening lead up to his hand has 
been 2 tricks worse for him than the 
Opening lead up to his 
hand? 

The ideal partnership is based, on 
confidence. Have confidence in your 


When: he gives you a 
deuce on your King, which definitely 
tells you to shift, you must shift un- 
less there is some extraordinary rea- 
son for not doing so.

If your partner is inclined 
to make light Opening bids, do not 
force him as readily as you would a 
partner who only opens very big 
eT If your partner seems to be 

eading for a chance, keep the bid- 
ding open for him when it is human- 
ly possible; but if he seems to be mak- 
ing desperate efforts to sign off, help 
him to do so unless your hand is much 
bigger than he has had reason to be- 
lieve. Play your partner, try to learn 
his game, his eccentricities in the bid- 
ding, and try to pattern your own 
play somewhat along the lines indi- 
cated. 

Above all, never fight with your 
partner during the session. No mat- 
ter how badly he plays or what he 
does, do not remonstrate with him 
while there are still hands to be play- 
ed. At the end of the session you 
can get together with him and smooth 
out the rough spots. If you 
abuse him or he abuses you during 
the play, you are sure to be in diffi- 
culty on subsequent hands in that ses- 
sion. Remember, he is trying to win 
and make the right plays just as hard 
as you are. If he has failed,’ noth- 
ing can be done about the hands al- 
ready played—you must help him to 
face the new hands with a clear mind.

Grange sets him up 
and then knocks him over in one or two paragraphs in 
the story. : 

Grange keeps going along. He’s playing professional foot- 
ball again this fall. His average last fall was five and a half 
yards on each run. Which isn’t bad at all. A lot of halfbacks 
would like that average.

Grange was at Illinois, was talking about the erstwhile 
“Galloping Ghost” before his wrestling match with Dick

Gridiron Rules 
Are Discussed 
By Secretary 


(Editor's Note—Because of widesp 
comment on the 1932 football rules, 
Associated Press requested William 8. Lang- 
ford, secretary of the national football rules 
committee, to clarify the principal oy 
in the playing code. Following is the 
of a series of four explanatory articles by 
Mr. Langford.) 


By William S. Langford, 
Secretary National Football Rules 
Committee. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 5.—(4)}—Play- 
ers and the football public generally 
have always expected the man carry- 
ing tee ball to fight for every inch 
of ground that he can possibly gain 

until the ball becomes dead. 

Under the former rule when any 
part of the player in possession of 
the ball, except his hands or feet, 
touched the ground, while he was in 
the grasp of an opponent, the ball 
became dead automatically and play 


one 
is year’s rule reads as follows: 

“The ball is dead and shall be so 
declared by the referee: (a) When a 
player having the ball goes out of 
bounds, cries ‘down,’ or is so held 
that his forward progress is stopped, 
or (except the holder of the ball in 
a place-kick) when any portion of 
his person, except his hands or feet, 
touches the ground.” 

The change made was in the elim- 
ination of the words “while in the 
grasp of an opponent,” and its pur- 
pose was to do away with the dangers 
that came from “crawling” and 
“niling up.” 

This year if the man with the ball 
stumbles so that his knee touches the 
ground, or if he is bowled over by 
an opponent, or if he falls on a loose 
ball, it is instantly dead. 

Although it is the referee’s duty to 
announce that the ball is dead by 
blowing his whistle, any “crawli 
which occurs, even before the whistle 
is blown, is to be penalized by the 
loss of five yards. “Crawling” is de- 
fined as “an attempt by the player 
in possession of the ball to advance 
the ball after he has been downed, 
viz., when any portion of his person 
rn his hands or feet touches the 
und,”

NEW YORK, Oct. 5.—(UP)— 
Stocks crashed 1 to 8 points in .one 
of the worst breaks of the year today. 

Selling orders poured into the mar- 
ket at a furious pace and the turnover 
rose to more than 3,000,000 shares. 
compared. with recent. sessions of 
around a million shares. 

Stocks were dumped on the market 
for what they would bring. when a 
wideopen break in the Chicago grain 
pits sent wheat down more than a 
cent-a bushel,-eorn a cent and oats to 
the lowest levels since 1897. 


This upset financial equilibrium all 
around. Bonds slumped 3 to 6 points, 
on the average. Cotton lost about a 
dollar a bale. Rubber, silk and other 
commodities reacted. 


Recent “bulls” in the wheat pit 
were reported to haye thrown their 
holdings overboard when the market 
failed to respond to President Hoo- 
ver’s 12-point program for financial 
relief. pe 

As a consequence, early selling in 
the stock market was directly main- 
ly against farm equipment and mail 
order stocks, but liquidation ‘soon 
spread to all sections of the list.

In commenting on the announce- 
ment made by the department of agri- 
culture Wednesday on the repayment 
of seed loans by farmers, J. E. Con- 
well, president of the Cotton Co-opera- 
tive in Georgia, said: 

“Last week the cotton co-operatives 
sent .a committee to Washington con- 
fer with Secretary Hyde for the pur- 
pose of getting the same considera- 
tion for cotton farmers on seed loans 
as has been given to wheat farmers. 
As a result of the efforts of this com- 
mittee and the splendid work of south- 
ern senators and congressmen, our 
committee advised me yesterday of the 
progress made and the modifications 
secured on seed loan repayments by 
cotton farmers. 

“The concessions gotton will be of 
benefit to co-operative members and 
all farmer borrowers. Besides it will 
enable all of this seed loan cotton to 
be marketed in a more orderly manner 
and at the same time enable the bor- 
rowers to get their loans in more sat- 
isfactory condition to the government. 
There are hundreds of thousands of 
bales of this cotton in the south being 
produced by seed loan borrowers and 
the new policy adopted by the depart- 
ment of agriculture in line with the 
policy adopted by the government in 
withholding from the market 1929 sta- 
bilization cotton and in co-operation 
with the co-operatives the 1950-31 
eotton of their members which by 
agreement will not be marketed dur- 
ing this cotton season. 

“Loans will be collaterized in some 
states on a 9-eent basis and in others 
on a 9 1-2-cent per pound basis. Geor- 
gia farmers will collaterize on 9 1-2- 
cent basis.”

BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 5.—(4)— 
Representative J. Charles Linthicum, 
of Maryland, chairman of the house 
committee on foreign affairs, died 
here today at the Maryland General 
hospital. 
~The 65-year-old congressman went 
to the hospital on September 23 to 
receive treatment for a carbuncle on 
his neck. Following an operation to 
remove the carbuncle, he was kept at 
the hospital for observation because 
he had long been affected with dia- 
betes. 

His condition at first improved, 
but last Saturday it took a turn for 
the worse, 

Linthicum was a candidate for re- 
election on the democratic ticket from 
the fourth Maryland district. His op- 
ponent was Charles L. Weigand, re- 
publican. 

He had served in the house con- 
tinuously since 1911, when he entered 
the 62d congress. 

The Marylander was an outstand- 
ing leader in the anti-prohibition bloc 
in congress. He was co-author last 
session of a repeal bill, which was 
the first to reach a vote in the house 
since prohibition went into effect. 

A native of Maryland, Mr. Linthi- 
cum was educated and taught school 
in the state until he was admitted to 


the bar after receiving a law decree} 


from the University,of Maryland in 


His political career began in 1903. 

when he was elected to the Maryland 
house of delegates. where he served 
until 1905, when he won a seat in 
the state senate. He held this until 
908,
